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HERE is only.one use for the ordinary 
frying pan—that is, for cooking rashers 
and eggs. So thany housewives, how- 

ever, use the flat pan for ali their frying, not 
realising what a wasteful method it is and 
how circumscribed its ore i 

Each time after a different food is cooked 
in a flat frying pan it has to be cleaned out 
thoroughly and all the fat thrown away. On 
the other hand, if deep fat frying (sometimes 
known as ‘‘wet” frying) is adopted, the 
same fat can be used over and over again, 
and, if required, two different foods can be 
cooked together—a fish cutlet and an apple 
fritter, for instance. ‘The flavour of one does 
not penetrate to the other, A further ad- 
vantage is that the time of cooking is much 
less. 

Deep fat frying offers such a scope for 
variety that every housewife will find it worth 
her while to master the few principles that 
govern it. 

Enough fat is needed to cover the food com- 
pletely; thus, three pounds of either lard 
or dripping (or both) are needed for a pan 
of about eight inches in diameter. Any 
heavy enamelled saucepan of suitable size 
will do, but it is advisable to avoid one that 
is at all thin, as the tendency will be for 
the food to cook too quickly on the under- 
side. The pan should never be more than 
half-full or the fat may boil over when the 
food is inserted. 


The Coating. 

All food te be fried must be wiped quite 

dry, and may then be coated with beaten 
up egg (or milk) and dipped in breadcrumbs, 
oatmeal, or a coating preparation sold for 
the purpose, such as panerusko. Or it may 
be dipped into a batier of white flour well 
seasoned with salt and pepper and mixed 
with milk (if water is used for the mixing, 
the batter will not turn a nice golden 
colour). The great advantage of a batter 
is that the food within retains all its juices 
and steam until the batter is broken by the 
consumer. ' 
It is necessary to remember that the food 
should not be put into the fat until the 
right : temperature is reached, This 1s 
indicated by a faint tlue smoke rising from 
the. surface, which should be perfectly smooth. 
A bubble means that there is water present, 
and it must evaporate first. As soon as 
the food goes in the fat will bubble vigo- 
rously, and the heat must be regulated, so 
that the fat does not boil over. As a 
rule such “‘ woody” foods as potatoes re- 
quire the heat at maximum after the pre- 
liminary bubbling has subsided. [Fish and 
other “' Lattered’’ foods require less heat to 
prevent the batter being cooked before the 
food it encloses. Ruissoles and rechaufié 
foods still less heat—partly because they are 
not raw, and partly because vigorous cooking 
might cause them to break apart. 


Cooking “ Chips.” 

A wire basket is convenient for cooking 
such things as chipped potatoes, which can 
be drained as they are lifted from the pan, 
but in the case of batter it cannot be used 
as the batter sticks to the wire mesh. 
When the food is removed from the pan, 
place it on kitchen paper, which «will absorb

After a few weeks’ use it will be found 
that a sediment has collected, and that the 
fat needs clarifying. . This can easily be 
done by adding a sliced carrot and a pint 
of water to it and boiling it all. together in 
a large, clean vessel. hen the water has 
evaporated, strain the fat back again into the 
regular fryer, which has, meantime, been 
cleaned. From time to time add a little 
more fat to maintain the level.

Sir Henry Betterton (Minister of 
Labour) said that, paris i there 
were indications which gave ground for en- 
couragement, there were still some districts 
where the aggregate of unemployment had 
reached perfectly appalling figures. ‘The en- 
couraging sign was that for the first time 
within five years the figures of unemployment 
fur the first quarter had shown a decrease, 
Compared with January of last year, there 
were nearly a quarter of a million more 
people in employment. The improvement 
was most marked in the lighter trades, but 
it was satisfactory to know that there were 
signs of improvement in the iron and steel 
and general engineering trade. In the 
cotton trade, however, there were 21,000 
more unemployed than in January, and in 
the coal mining industry the number of un- 
employed had gone up by about 49,000, It 
was for this reason that he was glad that in 
the trade agreements which were being 
negotiated particular attention was being 
given to the coal-mining industry. 
At present we were more than holding our 
own in tho diminishing world trade, but 
that fact must not be regarded with too much 
complacency, because when the world be 
to recover our industries would be subjected 
to tremendous competition. Although this 
was a period of financial stringency, he was 
asking the House for a sum of £600,000, to 
be used in training the unemployed. There 
were eight training centres, where men re- 
ceived training in some skilled occupation 
aud the percentage of those who had managed 
to get paces from: these centres was ¥ 
high. They were also experimenting with camps. 
on forestry commission lines, and it was 
proposed to open some new centres on Crown 
jJands. Altogether 1,700,000 adults and young 
people had passed through the various centrés 
during the past year.
